We assure him that we do. While he is getting 

the implements we took around the room. The 


low studded and dingy apartment is lighted dimly 
f+ byalampinthe farther end of itand by the little 
round-wicked@ oil lamps over which the smokers are 
eooking the drug. Benches about two and a half 
feet high and five feet wide extend along two sides 
of the room, Close to us on one of the benches lies 
a Chinaman in an opium stupor. He lies en bis side 


with his head buried in his arms. The 
pipe and lamp have been taken away. Just 
beyond him is a _ typicul young hoodlum, 


reclining with his head toward the wall and his 
left arm resting upon a sort of cushioned box that 
stands on the bench.

The sizzling sound of burning opi- 
um is heard. The air is heavy with its fumes.

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From the New York Star, 
Masters of incoming ocean vessels report 
exceptionally tempestuous weather and ad- 
verse gales for thisseason of ‘the year. Dur- 
ing the past two or three weeks a large num- 
ber of floating icebergs of immense size have 
been seen directly in the lanes usually fol- 
lowed by the steamships ofthe leading pas- 
senger lines, and great caution has been 
necessary on the part of the masicrs of vessels 
toavoid unpleasant contact with these moun- 
tains of ice, which, having become loosened 
from their moorings inthe Arctic ocean by 
the comparative mildness of the weather in 
the frozen zone, come floating southward. In 


hve Their Usual 


pleasant, clear weather they are not danger- 
ous to navigators, but in storms the case is 
otherwise. 

"Ou, yes; We met an immense iceberg: on 


, « 


our lust. voyage from Glasgow to New York,” 
observed first ofticer Jobin Davidson of the 
steamship state of Florida, yesterday, toa re- 
porter fur the Star who had asked him for in- 
formation in regard to icebergs which had 
been recently seen tloating inthe Atlantic 
“We were steaming along in latitude 


ocean, 

12.23 and longitude 49.27 when our lookout 
spied the monster. We geve the iceberg a 
wide berth. The near approach of such a 


mountain of congealed water made the atmus- 
phere damp and chilly. But our experience 
on the last voyage was nothing to what we 
had when crossing the ocean abouta month 
ago. On the former occasion we _ passed 
through a perfect sea of floating icebergs. 


We were compelled to run farto the south- 
ward to get outof their way. The captain 
told me he didn’t want another such time 


for the rest of his days. We had some pretty 
rough weather, [assure you. There were two 
a3 heavy gales as I have experienced in haifa 
dozen years, and we were pitched and tossed 
about pretty lively. 

Captain Tomassen of the steamship Island, 
from Christiansand, in passing the Newfound- 
land banks, was also compelled to go tothe 
southward to escape the icebergs. ‘*i thought 
an ounce of prevention worth 2a pound of 
cure,” he said. “It requires a pretty strong 
ship to successfully buck against icebergs. 
Mineisas strong as they make, but excuse 
me from trying to cut one of tbose frozen 
mountains in halves,”’ 

The most thrilling experience was that re- 
lated to the reporter by Captain Lass of the 
ship J. W. Wendt, whic arrived here from 
Nova Scotia last week, who, in latitude 41, 
longitude 47.6, passed so close to an immense 
iceberg that he could put his hand out and 
touch it, It stood about half as high as the 
main mast. 

The third officer of the J. W. Wendt said: 
“Tt don’t seem very wonderful to a landsman 
when we say that an iceberg was half as high 
as the mainmast; but 1 tell you sucha cake 
of frozen water isnosmall shakes. You must 
remember that fully two-thirds of one of these 
mountains is below the surface of the water 
in which it floats. So you see one that sticks 
up only fifty feet out of water extends 100 feet 
below.” 

Among the other vessels whose captains re. 
ported meeting icebergs at sea, are the No:- 
wegian bark Kalstad and the French steam- 
ship Chateau Leoville. Thus far no serious 
mishap from collision with the mountains of 
ice have been reported this season.

ASHEVILLE, N. ©., April 18.—One does not 
go into the mountains of western North 
Carolina in midwinter for p'easure. 
lunged persons find it beneficial to be there at 
all seasons, since the air, however intemper- 
ate,in balsamic and curative. Others go on 
business, under protest, and to this class | 
belonged recently. At the close of a snowy 
day in February I found myselfin a big, old- 


of the French Broad. The office was a buge, 
bare room, running through from side to side 
of the house, and faintly warmed at one wal! 
by a vast fireplace, whose powerful shaft 
drew nine tenths of the heat up the chimney, 
instead of permitting it to escape into the 
room which needed it badly enough. An old 
gentleman sat on the hearth and made room 
for me, : 

“This must be a pretty old honse,’’ | re- 
marked, asi drew up asplit-bottomed chair. 

‘Yes,’ he answered; ‘‘built fifty years 
ago. 

Stooping down he lifted an oak brand and 
held its red coal to the bow] of his pipe, while 
he surveyed me over his spectacles. 

‘Before the pike was put through the state 
in 1829, there was only ao Injun trail along 
the river. The Cherokees lived over all this 
region then, and called the river Takee- 
ostab.”’ 

Then be went on to give me an interesting 
lot of reminiscences of these wild and lofty 
mountains, which hold some of the loveliest 
scenery in the United States,and where an 
uncouth but honest and industrious people 


have been living, almost unchanged, for a 
century. Hetold me alsoof famous men 


whom now and then these bills have sent out 
into the big world. Presently young men be- 
gan to drop in, until there was a full semi- 
circle of neighbors, chatting, laughing, smok- 
ingand spitting furiously at the fire, which 
sputtered back from the green logs of oak that 
must dry half an bour inthe blaze before the 
heat will singe their slivers. 

Some of these men are natives and full of 
‘“‘loeal color,’ as an artist would say. At tbe 
extreme of the half-circle sits a halft-blood In- 
dian, tall, swarthy and brigandish, with his 
trousers in his boots and a capacious pouch of 
‘coon-skin slung over his shouider, the tail 
outside for ornament. He has been out hunt- 
ing, but ‘got tosee nothin’ worth shootin’ 
at’ His gun stands in the corner, an ancient 
rifle almost as tall as himself. He tells me 
that in some parts of the mountains bears and 
catamounts are common enouzn; one man, 
only a few miles from where we sit, killed 
three of the former last winter. Wolves, too, 
are greatly dreaded by the mountain shep- 
herds, whose flocks often fall a prey to this 
traditional enemy. Thistalk starts a story 
from another guest. 

‘‘My brother waas tellin’ me thaat laast 
night hees dawgs got to chasin’a fawx, and 
run the fawx tiil they keeled it..-Then a ou- 
ur-dawg came up and thdéught he’d taake the 
fawx away from the other dawgs, and so he 
liptin. The dawgs all lipt on to-op of the cu- 
ur, and nigh about chewed heem up. My 
bro-other heered the raacket and lipt up and 
raan about haalfa mile and got there just to 
see so omethin’ white a-lippin’ up and streak- 
in’ it off. The dawgs chased the cu-ur home, 
and ran heem into the porchand lipton heem 
aga-ain. Itsacaart the peopie in the house, 
and one of the boys caam out and caught one 
of the hounds and slashed his tail oil and one 
of hiseears witha kniife.’’ 

‘Doggawd it!’ cries the man of tne long 
rifle when he heard this, ‘‘I’d feltlike 1 want- 
ed to shoot that feller ef it had been my 
dawg.”’ 

‘tie must ’a’ been a sinalinktum kind o’ 
cuss anyhow,” was another's comment. 

No names had been mentioned, but several 
present seemed to know who had been com- 
plimented by these observations. Naturally, 
therefore, they fell at gossipping avout 
then. 

‘There ain’t skasely one of “em but what 
drinks to excess. Hit’s a sort o’ family trait.” 
was the tenor of one ex pression, “Lt was up 
there the others day, and Joe Was just crezy.

Some- 
body remarked that pretty soon he would 
open a return volley if not let alone.

He was the pioneer in enter- 
prise and the fisrt fo unlock the doors of na- 
tures storehouse His purse was‘limited but 
his heart was large and he when ne laid open 
his plans to his friends they pave him 
encouragement and pecuniary aid, and never 
faiied himin the time of troub'e Major 
Cooper is a grateful man, and appreciative of 
kindness and good will, aud to show his re- 
gard for these friends, he had erected a mar- 
ble shaft upon thts spol as a tribute to them 
Their names are chiseied there, cbirty-seven 
in auwber—naumes of good men who have all 
gone to theirrest bit three. We visited the 
old gentieman in dis own home near by, and

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“THE SNORKEYS’” VICTORY. 


One Arm Much Better Than One Leg—One of the Most 
Extraordinary Games of Base Gall Ever Played 
From the Philadelphia Times. 
Despite the freezing chill in the atmosphere 
and the frequent, nay constant, threats of a 
storm, between 1,500 and 2,000 persons, in- 
cluding many ladies in tashionable attire, 
gathered at Pastime park yesterday to witness 
the game of base ball between the Snorkeys 
and the Hoppers. Lest the uninitiated 
may be unduiy puzzled by these strange 
titles it should be explained that the 
Snorkeys are one-armed players, named after 
one of John Brougham’s stage heroes, and 
the Hoppers are one-legged men, whose pe- 
culiar motion is appropriately described by 
theirname. The two nines were composed 
of young and active men, all of whom, with 
one exception, owed the loss of their limbs 
to railroad acci:lents. The one exception was 
William Young, a Snorkey, who left one of 
his arms at Gettysburg. 
Both nines wore neat uniforms, the Snor- 
keys having red and the Hoppers blue as their 
distinguishing color. Before the game began 
there was a chilly and long wait tor the be- 
ginning of operations. There were several 
field exhibitions of catching that showed rare 
proficiency on the part of the one-armed men 
in catching and nnexpected speed in running 
on the part of the one-legged heroes. 

THE HGPPERS AT THE BAT. 
When the game was called Morris Hines, 
the pitcher cf the Hoppers, went to the bat 
ano dealt heavily with the first ball that John 
Gorman, the one-armed pitcher, hurled at 
him. Hesent it clean between second base 
and left field and got two bases easily. Flick, 
the next batter, sent a fly to first base, which 
was muffed, und thus brought Hines home 
and gave the batter a base. The first inning 
resulted in three runs for the Hoppers. 
W ben the one-legged men took the field it 
was noticed that a rarely judicious distribu- 
tion of their forces had been made. The 
pitcher, Morris Hines, mounted on a solid 
wooden leg, such as were wont to be used by 
begging sailors, looked as though he were full 
of life and movement, while George Dowds, 
the catcher, on a leg of smaller dimensions, 
was as quick on his footand as handy with his 
bands as any catcher need be. ‘The first base, 
map, William Knuff, wore an _=§ aris 
tocratic artifici«! leg, which made him look 
much like any other man, but all the rest 
had legs of plain. wood, fastened outwardly 
with straps, in the good old-fashioned way. 
William Stewart, at right field, and Paul 
Launce, as centre field, had each a wooden 
leg like all the rest, but carried a crutch each, 
in addition, and did all their running by 
the aid of these trusty assistants to locomo- 


tion. They met with one or two mis- 
haps, notabie among which was when 


they collided in rushing fora fly ball, which 
fell midway between them, and rolled to- 
gecherin the wet grass. At the bat both 
these gentlemen were successful in hitting, 
but lamentably lame in running, and the 
scores they made were the productof shrewd- 
ness and persistence that might well have 
been displayed in a better cause. 
CRUTCHES IN THE WAY.

THE RETURN HOME OF THE GEOR- 
GIA’ ARTIST. 


His Observations en the Wey-—Scenes From the 
Art Galleries of New York—Celk brated Pic- 
tures and Tneir Creators— What Georgia 
Bhould Do to Bacourage Art~—Eic. 


May 2i—on the train.—There is some 
pleasure in traveling when one can bury him- 
self in a soft cushioned seat of a sleeper and 
enjoy the same comfort and ease of home- 


life. 
Iam on my way from New York, the {city 
of beggars, organ grinders and millionaires, 
to the south, the land of sunshine, blue skies, 
picturesque mountains, green fields and 
daisied meadows. An artist friend and my- 
self have thus busied ourselves viewing the 
many changeful landscapes which a trip 
through Virginia and Tennessee affords. The 
black-eyed young lady, sitting just opposite, 
guarded by the stern face of her papa, is read- 
ing ‘‘Teague Poteet,’’ from the last Century, 
and my friend has found contentment in an 
article on ‘““[The Moral Purnoses of Art,’’ and 
to follow their good example I will write my 
impressions of America’s contribution to the 
Munich international art exhibition, now 
open to the art lovers of New York city, and 
at which I had an opportunity to get a peep 
before leaving. . 
Upon entering the gallery one is impressed 
with the high standard of all the contribu- 
tions, and we are puzzled where to begin our 
observations. 
No doubt the large painting by Geo, Inness, 
Jr., fullof nature and sunshine, will catch 
the cye of every artist as he enters the door- 
way. The subject is beautiful because it is 
simple, and the art’st has been successful be 
cause he did not attempt to improve upon 
nature. Imagine a group of Jersey cuttle 
partly hid by spreading oak branches and re- 
vealed by a cluster of dull green woods. In 
the upper right hand corner you catch a 
glimpse of a bright Jandscape, which is seen 
through the quivering leaves. A gleam of 
sunlight steals through the massive oaks and 
lights up the middle ground and throws a 
spotted shadow upon two of the tender-eyed 
Jerseys. “‘The Mother of the Herd’’—the 
title of the composition—comes forward and 
gazes wistfully out of the picture. The whole 
effect of the painting simply, at a glance, 
gives a remarkable impression, and upoa 
closer examination is equally as pleasing. 
The earnest student of art can find a good 
exampie in any of Mr. Inness’s produetions, 
for he adheres to the one fixed principle 
wtich should characterize the work of every 
tiue artist—' The greatest excellence is closely 
allied with the greatest simplicity.’ 
Mr. Wiiliam Sartain is represeaicd by a 
head of an Italian boy which is full of seri- 
ous and thoughtfu! study. One side of tne 
face is thrown in rich shadow, wnichisshown 
in harmonious contrast with the mellow 
high light upon the nose and forehead. The 
modeling, the anatomy, and the texture of 
the fiesh is perfectly given, and is an example 
of work which will stand the test of foreign 
art critics. 
A *‘Portrait of Wm. M. Chase,”’ by Carroll 
Beckwith, is an attractive piece of work, and 
shows the intluence of the French school. 
The subject is shown in full length against a 
light background, and is easy and graceful in 
pose. Aside from being a splendid portrait, 
it is well executed and thoroughly artistic 
Mr. Beckwith and Mr. Chase number among 
those who were brave enough upon their re- 
turn from Europe—whither they had gone 
for thorough instruction—to assert their ‘ be- 
lief that the younger American artists needed 
the invigorating influeuces of 
and German schools. Among other things 
achieved by this movement was the establisn- 
ment of the “Art students league,’’ which 
has proved to be a blessing to those who ad- 
vocate Originality and freedom of thought 
Mr. Chase’s work does not appear in this col 
lection, as his pictures are now at the French 
salon and will be forwarded from there to 
Munich. He stands, in the estimation of 
competent critics, as the greatest among the 
American artists, and as he is yet compara- 
tively young, much is expected of him in the 
future. He now has the finest studioin New 
York, which is full of interesting relies, curi- 
ous bric-a-brac, etc., and from whence por- 
traits have gone of America’s most distin- 
guished men. 
Thos. W. Shields sends ‘Mozart Singing 
his Requiem,’’ which was exhibited at the 
Academy last year. Al’ lovers of music are 
well acquainted with the touching incident 
which occurred just before the composer’s 
death. He had been ill for several days, dur- 
ing which time the accustomed pleasures of 
his life were denied him. Being eager to 
assume the work which alone afforded him 
satisfaction, he requested that the score be 
brought, He was piacedin a large armed 
pillowed chair, and assisted by a quartette of 
sympathetic friends, he joined in the chorus 
and immediately sank back exhausted, his 
last words being: ‘Did I not tell you that 
this was my requiem?’ Kind and attentive 
Sophia Weber was at his side and gazed with 
pitying glances as his soul was borne heaven- 
ward by the melody of hisown song. As re- 
gards grouping and composition this picture 
eeaing pre-eminently the best in the collec- 
ion. 
“The Day is Done,” by J. Francis Murphy 
is a small landscape, full of poetry and senti- 
ment. The last ray of a gorgeous sunset is 
just seen above the horizon, the leafless 
branches of a cluster of well drawn trees be- 
ing well defined against the sky. The fore- 
ground is subdued in color, and an air of mel- 
ancholy pervades the scene. Mr. Murpby is 
an original artist and has painted many beat.- 
tiful compositions which will last as long as 
there is refinement in the human race. 
rhe sea—simple, yet wonderful—is among 
the hardest things \o paint. To catch the ac- 
tion of a wave as it gracefully throws itself 
upon the beach, or to carefully watch the 
huge billows at sea and then transfer your 
impression to canvas is one of the things 
which you accomplish once in a lifetime. 
‘‘In Mid-ocean,”’ by H. P. Smith, is an in- 
stance where the artist has triumphed. A 
view of the boundless sea shows two ships 
struggling upon their pathless way, one in 
the distance, the other in the foreground. 
Phe waves are perfectly painted and are en- 
vertaining In spite of their monotony. 
Phis entire collection consists of 185 contri- 
butions, including sculptures, etchnigs, eu- 
gravings, etc. It isintended to show the world 
what progress America has made én the arts. 
One of the features will be a collection of 
proofs of wood engravings which bave ap 
peared from time to time in the Harper and 
Century monthlies, together With the origina! 
‘black and white’’ drawings from which they 
were made. It is universally conceded that 
America takes the lead in artistic wood en- 
graving, and this is indeed a good opportunity 
to exhibit proofs of the advancement that has 
been made. 
While considering the general advancement 
that is being made throughout the United 
States in art matters it is deplorable to think 
that Georgia is not taking some definite and 
speedy steps in favor of the same subject 
which is receiving the attention of all incer- 
ested in their country’s welfare. 
Sowe may argue thatart education is bound 
to spring into existence of itself, but would 
it not be better to begin the work, humble 
though the attempts may be, at the earliest 
moment, so that the efforts of all may be 
gradually united in one general cause. One 
thing is certain, it will never be started un- 
less it has a beginning, and the sooner the 
better. It isa grand thought to lift the stan- 
dari of human power to its highest excel- 
lence, and art is the purest and most direct 
way by which you can refine the mind. 
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beauty are the two combined elements which 
a prosperous people should cultivate. 

Georgia is known as the principal southern 
state, her agriculture, commerce, and general 
enterprise, bas distinguished her from her 
sister states, yet in the important element of 
art education she is certainly backward. 
Tennessee has an art schoo! to which she can 
point with pardonable pride. South Carolina 
is ebout to Jay the corner-stone for a school 
of art, and Florida already holds annual ex- 
hibitions of work by her own artists. These 
are steps in the right direction, but Georgia 
stands silentand unmoved [I trust that our 


direction, as they have in many others, and 
those of our citizens who have a desire to do 
some substantial good will find in this in- 
stance an opportunity to conier a lasting 
benefit upon their people.

Emma Janet Dargin brought a suit 
in partition, claiming an interestin the estate. 
Then George W. Decker, her supposed broth- 
er, put in »n answer denying that she is Mrs. 
Sturges’ daughter. 

Mrs. Stuiges was first the wife of Decker’s 
father, from whom she was divorced, and sec 
ondly married Mr. Sturges, from whom aiso 
she procured a civorce. George W. Decker 
aeserted that she adopted Emma Janet Dargirc 
and Florence Estelle Sturges. 

In this he wassupported by his mother’s 
sister, Mrs. Wamley. Some of the other per- 
sons interested supported the claim of the 
plaintiff, and some simply submitted the 
matter to the court for determination.
